Namvets, many of whom were high-school grads with no work 
experience prior to service, come back with no stable skill 
except unwilling killer. For them the storyis worse--whites 
14%. unenployed, blacks 20%. 

What's the solution? Employers don'tt like Namvets; they 
are scary and look like freeks. They don't knuckle under the 
lifertalk that passes for business practice in Amerika. They've 
had too much of that pigshiy already. Namvetss don't know their 
place. 

A large proportion of the "unemployable" Namvets, in fact, 
are liable to be guys who got on skag over there. The Army sim- 
ply discharges; them-- no rehab-- and without jobs they are 
Jikely to turn to ripping off to support a $5 a day Nam habit 
that has: suddenly begun to cost $75 or more in the states. 


Partial answers-- fight the system, demand Project Transition 
and make it worthwhile. Demand useful OJT while you're still in. 
Raise hell with the VA at home to get decent veterans: job programs. 


Just remember whil you are doing this that our system is so 
constructed that it is necessary to have 4% unemployment or more 
to have "growth". An economist will tell you this without batting 
an eye, and the pseudo-economists who run this country because they 
bought it are no more likely to worry about out-of work vets 
than about any of the others who must according to the internal 
law of capitalist society be out of work in order to line 
their pockets: at the proper growth rate. You feed their habit, 
and will continueto do so as long ass they keep buying Amerika.

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WHAT DOES THE ARMY CARE ABOUT USED-UP SOLDIER-ADDICTS???22? 


Many men return from the war with scars of all sorts. In the las 

2 or 3 years men have been returning with a new type of scar-- drug 
addiction. A récent survey estimates that 30% of the troops in Nam 
are using hard drugs. What happens when these men come home? Does 
the Army help soldiers. who have habits before they are discharged? 
After a man has spent every day of the past year or two high on skag, 
ttie veryenard for him to adjust to Life without it. Physical 
withdrawal can be accomplished with certain drugs in a short time. 
Psychological adjustment can take months: or longer. The Army, how- 
ever, doesn't even provide the remedial drugs for physical withdraw- 
al, let alone any more far-reaching help. It simply discharges the 
addict and lets: him fend for himself. With professional help it is: 
still possible, of course, that the withdrawn addict could eo back 
to skag. Without such help it is a dead certainty. As the war drags 
on, the price Anerika pays for supporting opium smugglers goes higher 
and higher. 

Two problems are tied up here. What can the Army and the VA doe to 
temporarily remdy the problem of addiction in returned vets? We 

are all for the usual methods of treatment, even methadone until 

the newer, better drugs test out. Rehabbing an addict to cope with 
this fucked-up society is better than throwing him out, unemployable, 
with only crime left as a means of support his habit(a more expens- 
ive one here than in 'Nam). But these will be useful only as long 
asi we remember they are temporary. 

"The psycho-social aspects of addiction musst be considered. The 
military and the VA as presently structured are institutionally 
incapable of dealing with tthe underlying causes of drug abuse. 
©6rvicemen should not be retained in the military until certified 
'drug free'. The VA should be prevented from wholesale and exclus- 
ive use of methadone, which simply provides a legal device to pro- 
long a devastating drug habit. Servicemen and veterans should not 
bes used as guinea pigs to try out vother wonder drug remedies for 
what is a very complex problem". 

Covernment funds should becchanneled into existing drug treatment 
facilities; in the veterans: communities. Therapeutic communities 
(civilian agencies such as New York's Phoenix House)should be set 

up for, and run by, veterans" -- So say a group of independent 
(not VA-bought) psychiatrists who have worked with veteran-addicts. 
Proposals such as these are a good halfway house to full solutions 
of the drug problem. There iss no PA gee of returning the addict 
to "normal" life. This fucked-up society, including Vietnam, is 
"normal", the Kind of normal thet creates the drug problem. Instead 
of breaking out ofvthe normal by using drugs, the addict must reclaim 
his power as a human-- political and moral-- from the death-trip 
society he's come to know as "normal". So must we all.
